An "adequate" national relief pol- 


icy, he- asserted, should cover hospi- 
tallzation, domiciliary care, employ- 
ment preference, compensation for 
service-connected disabilities and al- 
lowances or pensions for permanent 
disabilities not attributable to mili- 
tary. service. 


His program 
would include no 


monetary, assistance to men not- in- 
capacitated, but would embody re- 
lief for widows and children left by 
disabled veterans. 


Hines said about $13,000,000,000 


had been spent for veterans' relief 
measures since 17S9, of which around 
$5,000,000,000 has gone to World war 
service men. He added it was a safe

HOOVER EXPECTED TO 


REMAIN AT CAPITAL 


Washington—W)—President Hoo- 


ver probably will spend his entire 
summer in Washington, keeping his 
weekends free, of engagements, how- 
ever, for trips to his Rapidan fishing 
camp. 


In making this announcement at 


the White House today, officials said 
present Indications were that Mr. 
Hoover would not take his proposed 
trip through the national parks and 
that he had no intention of establish- 
ing a summer-white house at his 
home at Palo Alto, Calif. 


He will go to Marlon, Ohio, to dedl- 


cate the Harding memorial on June 
16. He will also make an address be- 
fore the Republican Editorial associ- 
ation at Indianapolis and one dedi- 
cating the Lincoln tomb at Spring- 
field. 111., on the same trip. 
He 


plans to return to Washington after 
the Springfield speech. 


Washington—OP)— More than 530 


women, armed,with a resolution call- 
ing for outright repeal of the eigh- 
teenth amendment, today waited per- 
sonally upon President Hoover to ask 
his aid to this end. 


The White House offices were 


filled to overflowing, and a long line 
stretched into the courtyard, as mem- 
bers of the Women's Organization 
for National Prohibition 
Reform 


waited to shake hands with the chief 
executive. 


The organization's second annual 


convention a few minutes earlier had 
named Mrs. Courtlandt Nicoll of New 
York, their secretary, to present the 
unanimously adopted resolution. It 
concluded: 


"We petition the president and the 
congress of the United States to take 
such action as will give to the people 
of the United States an opportunity 
to put into effect the principles to 
which we adhere." 


Mrs. Nicoll, In presenting the reso- 


lution to President Hoover, said: 


"At the second annual convention 


of the Women's Organization for Na- 
tional Prohibition Reform, compris- 
ing a. membership of over 
300,000 


from every state, It was voted the 
copy of the resolution passed by the 
convention this morning- be present- 
ed to you and to the congress. I, 
therefore, have the hon r to present 
you with this resolution." 


President Hoover smlleo? and said, 
"very glad to have you." 


He shook hands with several hun- 
dred of the women. 


Pledged to outright repeal the or- 


ganizatipn's . resolution " concluded 
with a resolve "that we petition the 
president and the congress of the 
United States to take such action as 
will give, to the people of-the states 
an opportunity to put Into effect the 
principles to which we adhere."-*' 
- -'- ' Cite Reform Plans - ' 
"Insofar as the outstanding pro- 
posals for reform made during this 
year," the resolution to the president 
said, "are predicated" upon this ne- 
cessity of repeal, the Women's Or- 
ganization for National Prohibition 
Reform is heartily in sympathy with 
them; that insofar as their substi- 
tute plans may leave the mater still 
In the hands of congress and there- 
fore liable to be a football in succes- 
sive political campaigns, ib questions 
the finality of the reliefs they offer 
from the intolerable conditions born 
of the attempt at national prohibi- 
tion." 


Immediately following the organi- 


zation declared its belief that only 
upon repeal of the amendment and a 
return to the states of the power to 
regulate liquor "can a lasting solu- 
tion of this great problem be found."

Final Action by Senate To- 


morrow on Fons Un- 


employment Bill 


Madison—OP)—The Nixon bill pro- 


viding for an eight hour working 
day and a 44-hour week for women In 
industry was killed In the assembly 
today by a vote of 65 to 30. It was 
consideration of this measure which 
led to the longest call of the 
house of tho present session last 
week. The bill contains an em- 
ergency clause for a nine hour day 
and 50-hour week. 


Assemblyman E. G. Smith, Belolt, 


who termed himself "a white collar 
man who knows little about labor 
problems," 
and Assemblywoman 


Agnes Charbonneau, Superior, led 
the house against the measure by 
pleading for the rights of women. 


"I plead for the right of the wo- 


man with four or five children to 
provide for and with only two hands 
with which to do it." 
Smith said. 


"It it right to limit her working 
hours to 44 hours when she might 
work longer and better provide for 
her dependents?" 


Mrs. Charbonneau continued her 


plea that women be allowed to make 
enough for their support as long as 
they are able and willing to work. 


Assemblyman Arthur Hitt, Alma, 


and Harold Groves, Madison, spoke 
in favor of the bill, pointing out that 
it would creat more jobs and would 
lead ultimately to an eight hour day 
for all persons in Industry. 


Assemblymen Ben Rubin, Milwau- 


kee, C. Earl Jngram, Eau Claire, 
and Oscar Scbmiege, Appleton, took 
the floor~ to debate the'me'rtts'of the 
measure. Rubin1-Denounced the "Mil- 
waukee open shop crowd" -who ap- 
peared before the assembly commit- 
tee on labor'ln opposition to the bill. 


Following the vote. Assemblyman 


Georgo O'Connor, Hancock, moved 
reconsideration at once but the mo- 
tion failed 54 to 42, a two-thirds vote 
being required.

The whole right wing of the three 
story building was ablaze before the 
arrival of firemen, who, despairing 
of saving the palace, 
concentrated 


their efforts on preventing spread of 
the blaze to nearby buildings.

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Milwaukee —(JP)— Cloudy skies 


gave some promise to residents of 
northern Wisconsin and the Michi- 
gan peninsula today that incipient 
fires which" linger In peat soil and 
brushlands of the region will soon 
be extinguished or materially re- 
tarded by rain. 


Moderate breezes prevailed and the 


humidity of the air gave promise 
that rainfall would be sufficiently 
heavy to put-out the fires entirely. 
Forest rangers patrolling areas in 
the vicinity of Crandon, Wis., and 
Menomlnee, Mich., where thousands 
of acres and scores of homes were 
laid waste In the last three days, re- 
ported all major blazes under con- 
trol. 


Variable winds were destined to 


bring showers in the eastern portion 
of the affected area tonight or to- 
morrow, according fo Frank H. Cole- 
man, meterologist In charge of the 
Milwaukee Weather bureau. 


Local headquarters of the Federal 


Forestry bureau announced a pre- 
liminary survey revealed destruction 
of about 700 acres of trees In the 
Flambeau forestry unit and about 
1.800 
acres In tho Oncida unit. No 


fires had been reported In the Mo- 
quah unit Two extensive fires In 
federal forestry units of upper Mich- 
igan were under control, the local 
bureau announced. 


VOTE DUE ON FONS BILL 
Madison—(ft)—The 
senate spent 


almost the entire morning in discus- 
sion of the Fons unemployment re- 
lief bill today but finally agreed 
to either pass or kill the measure to- 
morrow. 


Sen. Leonard Fons, Milwaukee, 


author of the bill, made a. long im- 
passioned plea for his measure. It 
would distribute $6.000,000 to the va- 
rious county boards for use in con- 
struction projects and would be ap- 
pointed in the proportion which the 
county contributes to the 
Income 


tax. The fund would- be raised by 
a surtax amounting to twofifths 
the normal tax. 


Sen. Fons told the senate, at the 


question of Sen. Conrad Shearer. 
Kcnosha, that Gov. LaFollettc had 
approved the plan embodied In the 
bill. 


"In fact," Sen. Fons. said-, 
"the 


governor said something must be 
done or he would be forced to call 
a special session of the legislature 
next fall." 


About 33,000 men on a three-shift 


basis would be given 
employment 


from May 1 to the end o' the year 
under the terms of tho bill. Sen. 
Fons painted the picture of unem- 
ployment In Wisconsin, 
declaring 


that about 220,000 men are out of 
work. 


New Orleans —(/P)— Evidence ob- 


tained chiefly by tapping of tele- 
phone wires today awaited presen- 
tation to the grand jury in tho gov- 
ernment's case against eight men 
charged with rum smuggling opera- 
tions said to involve shipping of a 
million dollars worth of Canadian 
whisky $o the Gulf of Mexico for 
distribution to inland cities. 


The eight men yesterday were 


bound .over after a preliminary hear- 
ing. They were arrested last Satur- 
day by federal operatives after more 
than five months ot Investigation. 
The defendants arer 
'M. D. O'Neal of New Orleans, al- 
leged representative of a Vancouver 
distiller; Albert .Morrison, charged 
with representing Canadian distiller- 
ies; Joseph Miller, Al Hart and Al 
Helm of Chicago; Cecil Squires and 
Jerry Woods of New Orleans, and 
Charles Andres, operator of the ra- 
dio station seized when the arrests 
i-ere made. 


Captain W. Bruce Murray, former 


army officer, admitted at tho hear- 
ing that he cut in on long distance 
telephone calls to apartments and be 
testified that the action was sanc- 
tioned by the United States attorney 
general. 
r 


The government contended that 


the radio station directed contact 
between mother ships In tho gulf 
and smaller boats, that the cargoes 
were hauled into a pecan orchard 
in Mississippi and shipped under a 
layer of lumber in freight cars to 
fictitious concerns. 


Through listening In officers got 


new telephone numbers which en- 
abled them to trace others wanted in 
the conspiracy which is reputed to 
involve a hundred men.

Origin of the fire was not deter- 


mined. There were no known casu- 
alties but the offices ot the United

ted States government, which is re- 
puted to have paid $7.500.000 for it, 
presumably escaped 
serious loss. 


'iho palace was built by the JPtus- 
sian government as a gift to Gen- 
eral Bluecher, who turned the tide 
of battle at Waterloo. 


Ambassador Sackett said that ho 


probably would have to postpone his 
projected trip to America because 
o£ the fire. He could not determine 
immediately whether a new build- 
ing would have 10 
be erected or, In 


that case, how long America would 
liavo to wait for a new embassy. 


Several persons who watched the 


fire said that at its outbreak it was 
accompanied by several explosions,

diately to submit to a purifying ex- 
amination in defense of publio wel- 
fare and interests all tho Judgments, 
responsibilities, acts, operations of 
authority which were loft pending 
by the- parliament dissolved In 1923, 
and other 
previous parliaments; 


open a- means of revision in official 
organizations whether civil or mili- 
tary In order that all departments 
of government will bo free from pre- 
varication and arbitrary judgments 
which were habitual In tho regime 
just ended.

archists 
left 
voluntarily to llva 
abroad. 


A national holiday was decreed 


and tho people continued yesterday's 
celebration over tho fall of the mon- 
archy. 


Political prisoners were liberated 


throughout the nation but the gov- 
ernment refused to free common law- 
offenders. 


Resignations of several Spanish 


ambassadors were 
received from 


abroad and foreign envoys hastened 
to pny their respects to the new for- 
eign office. 


Martial law was proclaimed 
at 


Barcelona as the result of partisan 
clashes and a 24 hour strike was de- 
clared to guard against a possible 
monarchist coup. 


Tho text ot the king's last pro- 


clamation to his people was kept sec. 
ret on the ground that tho time was 
not propitious.

The rules cover de- 
sign of planes and equipment for a 
specific type of flying, provide that 
suitable control be attained at all 
speeds: that insurance be given Of 
ample power in multi-motored ships 
for full load carrying with one mo- 
tor out; and call for proper ventila- 
tion, proper lighting, greatest pos- 
sible visibility for pilot, and elimina- 
tion of fire hazards and noise.

the drop will be. However, after con- 
ferences with our property tax men 
In all parts of the state and a con- 
sideration of the data already at 
hand. I am reasonably certain that 
the drop will be several hundred mil- 
lion dollars aside from the loss in- 
curred by taking the automobiles off 
tie tax roll."

"While the winter was unusually 


mild, crops had suffered much from 
dry weather in the fall with the re- 
sult that this spring they are in 
eomewhat poorer than average con- 
dition/' Mr. Eblfng said. 


Winter wheat Is 80 per cent nor- 


mal as compared with a ten-year av- 
erage of 86 while rye Is 84 per cent 
of normal as compared with 88 over 
the ten-year period. The condition 
of pasture is 75 per cent of normal 
as compared with a six-year aver- 
age Of 87. 


Inasmuch as more than one-third 


of the land in Wisconsin farms Is in 
pasture, the low condition of pas- 
tures Is an item of Importance, Mr. 
Ebling said. Pastures aro depended 
upon to carry the livestock indus- 
tries from May to November to pro- 
duce about 85 per cent of the farm 
Income. 


"The reduced condition of pasture 


which Is largely the result of dry 
•weather last summer and fall, is 
likely to show up in the 1931 Wis- 
consin livestock income," Mr. Eb- 
Itag said.

While President Hoover's stay in 


the Virgin .Islands was only a matter 
of a few hours, yet his opinion was 
confirmed that the islands were a lia- 
bility instead of an , asset, and that 
when we .purchased them from Den- 
mark ten years ago "we acquired an 
effective poor-house comprising nine- 
ty per cent of the population." , 


Around the streets of St. Thomas 


the reported opinion of-, the president 
has caused many deprecatory remarks. 
They claim they'were not a poor-house 
when Denmark sold the islands to the 
United States, but-they feel that their 
present distressing condition is/due to 
stupid larvs established by this country. 


• The Islands were progressing back- 


wards even before they were acquired 
by this country. Sugar has been the. 
main product of export but 
world 


economic conditions;' assisted -by 
drought and hurricanes have jeopar- 
dized this industry, and in the opin- 
ion of administration officials, this 
business is on its last legs. 


St. Thomas had been an important 


coaling point for ships plying between 
Europe and the Panama canal, but the 
substitution of oil for coal as- fuel is 
causing them to pass this place as a 
port of call. The enforcement of pro- 
hibition has been an especially bitter 
pill to the natives as it deprived St. 
Thomas of'its" status as a bootleggers' 
-haven in smuggling liquor into the 
United States. 


The population is ninety per cent 


negro, a shiftless, class with little in- 
itiative. In 1917 the population was 
26,051, while in 1927 it had fallen to 
20,728. It is the ambition of most all 
of the negro citizens to accumulate suf- 
ficient funds to emigrate to the United 
States.- ..'.-

President Hoover transferred the ad- 


ministration of the Islands from the 
Navy department to that of the In- 
terior.. Drastic action must be taken 


- to rehabilitate the citizens and accord- 
ing to present plans it will be necessary 
to -assist them in the ..cultivation, of 
new crops which are marketable in the 
United States, such as bananas; alli- 
gator pears, lemons, pineapples, and 
other tropical fruits. Sixty thousandj 


dollars is to -be spent -in modernizing'^ 
thfc hotel at St. Thomas, also additional!,. 
funds to add to its attractiveness as a 
winter resort. 


Whatever results materialize from 


the government's efforts toward reha- 
bilitation, whether successful or not, 
it is certain that, the Islands will re- 
main in the possession of the United 
States. If the Interior department 
and the efforts of Governor Pearson 
succeed in turning this present liability 
into an asset* it will be a notable 
achievement. 


It must be remembered that we did 


.-not buy the Islands because we wanted 


them but to prevent Denmark from 
selling them to another European 
country. We bought them,, as we had 
a right to buy them, as a protection 
against the possibility of their becom- 
ing in time of war a base of supplies 
for a hostile force. 


The inhabitants have only one just 


cause for complaint,—prohibition,— 
and they are in no different position 
in that respect than the inhabitants of 
our entire country.

Virgin Islands were under the sceptre of the 
Danish King, they were 100 per cent American.

activities. 


"Surely this sympathy of a people Is worth 


more.than $25,000,000 In gold! Surely it should 
be sufficient to save us from the President's 
insult! 


"Our 
people did not walk into America's arms 


for charity. They desired primarily to be drawn 
together In a circle of friendship. 


"The 
role of America is destined to carry on 


unfortunately is being held in abeyance through 
the narrowness of the Americans' concept of the

of other peoples. This narrowness has 


been brought forcibly before the minds of our 
people, but may the <lny never dawn when the 
Inhabitants of tho Virgin Islands will look on 
America in tho same manner as do the people of 
Mexico :\nd other Latin-American countries."

the quarantine.

mer. However, I should have a dia- 
thermy treatment or two, 
rather 


than the old Spanish custom, if I 
thought my tonsil harbored any kind. 
of septic focus which might be re- 
sponsible for my "rheumatism" or 
anything like that. 


Good, scientific, conservative, twen 


tleth century, humane, skillful and 
satisfactory treatment, this diather- 
my extirpation or electro-coagula- 
tion'of the tonsils, and the old tim- 
ers who are still hacking them out 
with guillotine, scissors, snare and 
other' -crude gadgets may as well 
become resigned to quiet times, for 
the general public la mostly like 
myself that way—we don't like to 
be hurt, we don't care to da any un- 
necessary bleeding, ana we'd rather 
keep up and doing while our tonsils 
are .being disposed of. 


Children under ten yeanr of age 


are out of luck so far as this mod- 
ern treatment is concerned, that Is, 
as a rule. Here and there a child 
la so tractable and well brought up 
or a doctor is so patient and skill- 
ful in dealing with children,' that 
even a five year old youngster may 
be successfully treated with diather- 
my.

Adults and particularly those han- 


dicapped by any ailments of compli- 
cation which renders them bad risks 
for surgery, should submit to noth- 
ing .else than diathermy or electro- 
surgical tonsil treatment, no mat- 
ter what wiles or arguments the 
throat surgeons may employ to dis- 
courage them.

Answer—Tovpasteuclzo means to 


parboil. The process requires1 that 
the milk be heated up to 140 or 145 
degrees F. (bollinjr temperature Ls 
around 212 degrees and Wood heat 
is around 90 dcjrecs), Jtent at .that 


temperature 20 to 30 minutes; then 
cooled. This heating* la sufficient 
to kill any tubercle bacilli, typhoid 
bacilli, diphtheria bacilli,, streptococ- 
ci of septic sore throat or scarlet 
fever that may happen to be in the 
milk. In .every town or city where 
milk is sold to the public, there are 
only two grades of milk which are 
safe. First, certified milk, which Is 
the purest, finest, raw milk money 
can buy; second, pasteurized milk, 
which Is any milk that has .been 
heated as described. Before the city 
health authorities attempt to com- 
pel milk producers or dealers'.to 
pasteurize; the city should provide a 
central pasteurization plant which 
should be conducted by the dealth 
department, and all milk offered for 
sale in the city (except 
certified 


milk) should be required 
to go 


through 'the pasteurization process 
under the supervision or the health 
department.- Any other pretense of 
pasteurization is unreliable. r

The 
infective agent is most virule In the 
early stages of the -c'.:sease and is 
present in these secretions as long as 
there is any swelling of the face. 
Secondary parties, such as nurses or 
parents, who have themselves been 
exposed to a, case, rarely if ever, give 
tho contagion to others. Direct ex- 
posure to the patient, is therefore, 
responsible for the spread of the In- 
fection. Mumps is not borne to oth- 
ers thr&ugh the air. 


"The rules of the State Board of 


Health require Isolation of the pa- 
tient for two weeks and until one 
week after the swelling. The child 
who has been exposed to mumps 
should be kept home at tne first sign 
of illness in order not to expose oth- 
ers, and any school children when 
the disease is present in the school 
should be promptly excluded by the 
teacher on the first sign of any ill- 
ness. Only about seventy percent of 
persons ever develop mumps. The 
fact that thirty per cent escape indi- 
cates that Isolation, of tho patient 
and other proper precautions have
